There was an explosion in the Democratio 


camp yesterday afternoon that bids fair to 
change the political map of Cook County. 
City Sealer James Quinn came out in the 
open and struck the first blow in a fight 
which is intended to 2 Robert E. Burke 
from party control. 

In a stinging challenge he classed Burke, 
his erstwhile political bed fellow, as a 
„ grafter,” a party traitor, and would- be 
landlord of the party in Chicago and Cook 
County. 

„ New York City in its worst days,“ he 
asserted, “was not a circumstance to Chi- 
cago under ‘ Bob’ Burke’s control!” 


Political Leagues for Revenue. 

Burke was charged by Quinn with floating 
various political organizations within the 
party’s ranks for his own pocketbook. 
He got up the Carter H. Harrison league, 
the Harrison Guards, the Bryan league, the 
Chicago Tammany, and a bunch of others. 
When they played out he let them go, These 
organizations gave masked balls and other 
entertainments that dragged many dollars 
out of citizens’ pockets for tickets. Business- 
men were told they were in the Mayor’s in- 
‘terest. They gave money by the handful. 
I estimate that ‘Bob’ Burke in five years 
has collected no less than $250,000 in this 
way. The bulk of the receipts went to Mr. 
Burke.” 

Then Mr. Quinn took up Burke as a 
political leader. 

How Burke can dare to think of being the 
head of any political organization I don’t 
know,” he said. Why, it's frightful. New 
York politicians in the rottenest days that 
city ever knew never stooped to pick up the 
kind of money he took!" 


Out to “ Burn Burke Up.” | 


Mr. Quinn had two long conferences with 
City Hall people in the afternoon. He 
frankly asserted that he etter Burke to 


durn — 

„ We've got this short, 
gentleman dead to rights, he almost shout- 
ed. Bob Burke is down and out right 
now. He won't even get into the county 
convention as a delegate from his own 
ward.” 

He had conferences with City Clerk Loef- 
fler and other anti-Burke leaders. 

“The men who have brought in delega- 
tions for years, only to see Burke do what 
he pleased with them, are going to get to- 
gether this year and shut him out,” he said. 


Bob Burke will be put out, too, just 


like a candle under Niagara Falls. He won't 
get a delegate from the Twenty-first Ward, 
all right.” 


Ultimatum Sent to Mayor. 


Burke himself got busy at once and, 


struck back at Quinn. He sent an ultimatum 
to Mayor Harrison. He insists on an answer 
this week. The Mayor must remove the City 
Sealer and bridle him as a political power in 
the Twenty-first Ward—the home district of 
Quinn, Burke, and the Mayor—or “ Bob” 
Burke will split with the City Executive. 
Mayor Harrison must choose between Burke 
and Burke's political opponents. 

„I'm with Mayor Harrison first, last, and 
all the time,“ asserted Mr. Quinn. He does 
not dream what Burke has been doing during 
the last five years. He trusts men too im- 
plicitly, but when he finds them out—weil, 
it’s all over with those particular ‘ gents.’ 
He's beginning to see, too, how Burke has 
been throwing him down. Burke has. been 
keeping all the big fellows of the party apart 
We 
intend to see that ‘ Bob’ Burke is turned out 
in the breezes to keep himself company.”

THOUSANDS SEE HIM DIE. 


La Junta, Colo., March 28.—[Speclal. 
Washington H. Wallace, negro porter on a 
Santa Fé train, who was accused of brutally 
attacking Mrs. Henrietta H. Miller, an aged 
white woman, was taken from Sheriff Farr 
and his deputies tonight, brought back to 
La Junta by the mob, hanged, and his body 
riddled with bullets. 

Before the negro was hanged a second at- 
tempt to save his life was made. He was 
tdken away from the mob by a ruse and bar- 
ricaded in the courthouse, but the crowd 
battered down the doors with a telephone 


oner. 
Sheriff Trice to Save Man. 

Fearing a iy ching, Sheriff Farr decided 
to take the prisoner to Pueblo. When his 
intention became known, however, the rail- 
road employés declared he could not travel 
by rail, as they would refuse to operate the 
train out of La Junta with Wallace on 
board. 

The Sheriff ‘placea his prisoner in a car- 
riage and started for Sugar City, twenty 
miles north. At that place he was too late 
to catch the train for Pueblo, and then de- 
cided to drive through. 


Armed Mob Captures Wallace. 


Meantime an armed party had left La 
Junta to overtake the Sheriff and prisoner. 


terson Hollow, midway between Rocky Ford 
and Manzanola. Sheriff Farr made no re- 
sistance and Wallace did not ask for mercy. 
The carriage was turned back toward La 
Junta. 

Passing through Rocky Ford the mob was 
joined by 500 men of that town. La Junta 
was reached at 7 o’clock, and thousands of 
men, women, and children, many from the 
surrounding country, awaited its coming. 

A peace element. endeavored to stop the 
proposed. and committee, con- 
sisting of Robert Patterson, banker; Dr. 
Fleming. Charles Dearborne, County Treas- 
urer, and other prominent citizens asked the 
privilege of trying to get a confession from 
Wallace. This was granted and the negro 
was taken into the courthouse, 


Crowd Attacks Courthouse. 


. After half an hour word went out that 
the courthouse doors were locked and that 
the committee would try to prevent a lynch- 
ing. 

Immediately the mob became frenzied in 
its anger. Stones were hurled at the build- 
ing until every window was broken. Then, 
with a telegraph pole for a battering ram, 
the crowd broke in the doors and Wallace 
was taken out. 

Mayor Fred A. Sabin made a speech to the 
crowd, counseling it to let the law take its 
own course. He was listened to, but as soon 
as he finished the crowd moved down the 
street, dragging the negro by a rope. 


Hanged to Telegraph Pole. 

A boy was eent up a telegraph pole with a 
rope. It was thrown over the crossbar and 
then dropped into the crowd. A hundred 
hands grasped it, and in an instant the 
negro was in the air. 

Hardly had the boy climbed out of danger 
when hundreds of revolvers were drawn, 
and before the negro’s body reached the top 
of the pole it was riddled with bullets, and 
the man was dead. 

At a late hour tonight the body had not 
been taken down. The Coroner lives at 
Rocky Ford. 

Police Say Man Was Guilty.” 

Sheriff Farr sald tonight Wallace stead- 
fastly maintained his innocence, but the 
police declare that when they arrested him 
in his car there were blood and gray hairs 
on his clothing and other evidence which 
gatisfied them he was the guilty man. 

Wallace lived with his wife in Denver. He 
came here from Sedalia, Mo. 


Story of the Crime. 


Denver to visit relatives. After leaving the 
Chicago limited train here Mrs. Miller asked 
a porter whom she met on the station plat- 
form where the Denver sleeper was. The 
man offered to conduct her to the car. 
After going with him 4 considerable dis- 
tance Mrs. Miller became suspicious and 
started to return to the station.

He was 
identified by Mrs. Miller. 

Eight similar attacks have occured here 
in the last few months and it is believed all 
were committed by the one man.

Detroit, Mich., March 25.—[Special.]—An 
important change in the express business in 
the country was made known today when it 
was announced that the agreement existing 
for the last twenty years between the Pacific 
Express company and the United States 
Express company is to be broken off, and 
that the Racific company will hereafter es- 
tablish independent offices in cities where 
it has heretofore depended upon the United 
States to its business. Incidentally, the 
change reflects the determination of the 
Gould railroad interests to establish an in- 
dependent coast to coast system. 

The Pacific Express company has had a 
monopoly of all the express business on the 
Gould roads, such as the Wabash, Union 
Pacific, and Missouri Pacific, and the de- 
termination of the Pacific Express company 
to establish independent offices eastward in 
such cities as Detroit and Buffalo is only the 
forerunner of a plan to get independent en- 
trance into New York.

All Departments to Be in Order, 


t is the understanding of the govern- 
ment of the United States that the govern- 
ment of the island will pass to the new Pres- 
ident and Congress of Cuba as a going con- 
cern, all the laws promulgated by the gov- 
ernment of occupation continuing in force 


and effect, and all the judicial and subordi- 


nate executive and administrative officers 
continuing in the lawful discharge of their 
present functions until changed by the con- 
stitutional officers of the new government. 
At the same moment the responsibility of 
the United States for the collection and ex- 
penditure of revenues and for the proper 
performance of duty by the officers and em- 
ployés of the insular government will end, 
and the responsibility of the new govern- 
ment of Cuba therefor will commence.

ident-elect, and substituting, before the 20th 
of May, wherever he shall so desire, for the 
persons now holding official positions such 
persons as he may designate. 


Will Check Up All Accounts. 


“This method will make it necessary that 
the new President and yourself should ap- 
point representatives to count and certify 
the cash and cash balances, and the securi- 
ties for deposits, transferred to the new 
government. The consent of the owner of the 
securities for deposits to the transfer thereof 
you will, of course, obtain. 

The vouchers and accounts in the office 
of the Auditor and elsewhere relating to the 
receipt and disbursement of moneys during 
the government of occupation must neces- 
Sarily remain within the control, and avail- 
abie for the use of this department. Access 
to these papers will, however, undoubtedly 
be important to the officers of the new gov- 
ernment in the conduct of their business 
subsequent to the 20th of May. You will ac- 
cordingly appoint an agent to take possession 
of these papers, and retain them at such 
Place in the Island of Cuba as may be agreed 
upon with the new government until they 
can be removed to the United States without 
detriment to the current business of the new 
government.

EGENCIES are instituted for the pur - 
~ pose of administering the preroga- 
tives and powers of rulers who are 
debarred from doing so themselves by 
illness, mental affliction, or minority, 

and the Regent in every cast promulgates 
laws and decrees over his or her own signa- 
ture, but always in the name of the nominal 
ruler. . 

Thus the Queen Regent Christina issues 
decrees in the name of her son, King Al- 
-fonso ef Spaih. Prince Leopold rules as 
Regent over Bavaria in the name of its King, 
Otto, who is demented. Count Ernest Lippe 
in the same way administers the government 
of. the tiny German state of Lippe in the 
name of its mentally afflicted ruler, Prince 
Alexander. 

When King Oscar was so ill two or three 
years ago, his eldést son, the Crown Prince, 
was appointed Regent of Swegen and Nor- 
way, and governed in his name until his 
father’s recovery. 

But the Regent of the Duchy of Brunswick 
occupies an altogether abnormal and in- 
congruous position, attention to which has 
just been drawn by the demand made by 
the Guelph party in the Brunswick Legisia- 
ture, to the effect that the Regent, Prince 
Albert of Prussia, should promulgate laws 
and decrees in the name of his Royal High- 
ness, Duke Ernest Augustus of Cumber- 
land, Duke of Brunswick and of Luneburg.“ 

‘To this the government of the duchy and 
the Regent have made replies explaining 
that the latter does not govern in the name of 
“the Duke of Cumberland,’ that the Duke 
nas no status in connection with the duchy 
and that even his death would in no way in- 
fluence or affect the regency. The mem- 
orandum adds that no Prince who has not 
given his adhesion to the confederation 
known as the German Empire can be re- 
garded or recognized as the ruler of a Ger- 
man state. 

This declaration is intended to dispose of

Mr. Wyndham said the object of the bill 
was to amend the land purchase law. The 
government could not ignore the problem 
owing to the acute crisis in agriculture, - 
which was not at a standstill, and in view 
of the fact that there was an alarming de- 
crease in the adyances for the purchase of 
land owing to the unwillingness of the land 
owners to sell. 

The main provision of the bill 8 
the Land commission to take over the whole 
or any part of an estate whose owner is will- 
ing to sell. The commission will then resell 
it to the tenants, but the assent of three- 
quarters of the’ number of tenants is necés- 
sary before the commission will undertake 
to transfer any part ot an estate. 


Landlord May Repurchase. 

The-landiord may himself repurchase 
part of his estate, not exceeding one-fifth ot 
the total area, from the: ‘commission, thus 
becoming a tenant-purchaser, in case he de- 
sires to continue to reside on the estate. The 
bill does not provide for compulsory pur- 
chase. All the transfer arrangements are 
in the hands of the commission and are n- 
plified. as much as possſble. 

The bill provides that cash, not exceeding. 
$150,000,000 to be outstanding at any one 
time, may be advanced to the commission 
by the Exchequer, thus enabling purchases 
to be made on a vastly larger scale than ever 
before. 


Irish Not Enthusiastic. 

The Irish members evinced little enthusi- 
asm over the bill. John Redmond, the Na- 
tionalist leader in the House, said he pur- 
posed to réserve his judgment. until he had 
studied the provisions of the bill carefully. 
He warned the government that universal 
compulsory purchase must be the ultimate 
solution ot the problem, as nothing else 
would be acceptable. 

Timothy M. Healy [Nationalist] said be 
believed the bill would do something towards 
settling the question, but that much depend- 
ed upon the constitution of new estates and 
the commission.

NEW CLUB WELL STARTED 


ANGLO-AMERICAN ORGANIZATION 
AN ASSURED SUCCESS. 


Wil Be Known as the Columbia and 
Will Be One of Most Expensive in 
London—Building Wiil Cost Nearly 
a Mimon— Membership Limited to 
1,000 — Pro-Boers Fear Peace Mis- 

ton Will Not Succeed — British 
Would Yield Much.

LONDON, March 28, 3 a. m.—The Anglo- 
American club is in process of formation in 
London. ‘It will be called Columbia, and 
promises to be the finest, most elaborate, 
and most expensive club in Europe. The 
entrance fee will be $250 and the annual 
‘subscription 775, both sums being higher 
than those exacted by any other club in 
London. A syndicate has been formed for 
the purpose of.starting the club on its ca- 
reer. The members of the syndicate inciude 
the Duke of Sutherland, Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, Winston Churchill, M. P., and the Earl 
of Kintore on the British side, and J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, W. C. Whitney, and Chauncey 
M. Depew on the American. 

Negotiations are in progress for the pur- 

chase of a building at the corner of Dover 
street and Piccadilly, now occupied by the 
Avondale and Hatchett’s Hotel. The syn- 
didate has offered $950,000 for this property, 
and the offer is almost certain to be accepted 
in a few days. The main object of the club 
is to promote good relations between Great 
Britain and the United States. 
Tue membership will be limited to a thou- 
sand, and it is stated that the list is already 
filled. 
Pro-Boers Not Hopeful. 

No additional ‘explanations were made by 
the Ministers as to peace negotiations, and 
the pro-Boer group was convinced nothing 
would be accomplished by Schalk Burger's 
self-imposed mission. Steyn and De Wet, 
according to the latest advices from the 
Boer leaders at The Hagne and Brussels, 
are as irreconciliable as ever, and so long 
as they hold out the Transvaal burghers 
must fight. While the pro-Boer Radicals 
were pessimists there was a cheerful feel- 
ing among the ministerial supporters, as 
there was also among the operators on the 
Stock Exchange. 

Among the reasons assigned for confidence 
that peace was close at hand was the prac- 
tical inference that General Kitchener would 
not have facilitated the meeting of Schalk 
Burger and Steyn if the delégates had not 
committed themselves to terms of, peace 
which would exclude independence.

If this were done the terms of peace might 
be arranged for a general amnesty, the 
revocation of the September decree of ex- 
patriation, and even generous grants for 
enabling the burghers to make a fresh start 
would readily be conceded if the war could 
be brought to an end before the coronation, 


Irish Bill a Makeshift. 

George Wyndham in a general way re- 
peated Balfour’s educational bill perform- 
ance in introducing the Irish iand bill. The 
new measure had many commendable feat- 
ures: and was designed to lessen litigation 
and appeals, and to simplify procedure of 
the land courts, but, like the education bill, 
it was a permissive measure without au- 
thoritative means of rendering the settle- 
ment compulsory. 

The Irish members admitted the bill was 
a step in the right direction, but they made 
It clear that no measure that was not com- 
pulsory and did not include a provision for 
the reinstatement of evicted tenants would 
be accepted by the Nationalist party as a 
solution of the land problem. The ministry 
has in the Irish land bill added another 
stalking horse with which to partially con- 
ceal. its own preference for legislative inac- 
tion during the coronation year.

CHINESE EMPEROR ISSUES EDICT 
ON RECENT RISING. 


Two High Officials in Towns Where 
Converts Were Killed Ordered De- 
graded and Punished—One Mission- 
ary Missing—Discussion of Franco- 
Russian Declaration Brings Out 
Hopetal Expressions from Powers 
Interested—Russia Is Well Pleased.

Asks Delcasse to Explain. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, March 25.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies today M. Denys Cochin questioned 
M. Delcasse, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
in regard to the situation of France and the 
recent Franco-Russian note, asking how far 
France was bound thereby and whether her 
obligations extended elsewhere in Asia and 
Africa. The Foreign Minister, M. Delcasee, 
replied: 

In order that France shall take action 
in the way foreseen in the last paragraph of 
the agreement the integrity of China must 
be impaired and her development hindered 
in such a manner as to create danger to 
France’s own interests. Hesitation on the 
part of a great power under such circum- 
stances would be equivalent to abdication. 


Powers United for Peace. 


M. Cochin sees, particularly, peril in the 
north of China, but the storm might possi- 
bly burst in the south. The truth is that 
all the powers are equally interested in 
China remaining independent and open to the 
free competition of the minds and capital of 
the entire world. We do not find in the far 
East rival forces, but a codperation of forces 
towards the common aim—the maintenance 
of the status quo and general peace.“

THIRTY DEATHS FROM CHOLERA 


Manila Reports Serious Results from

MANTUA: March 28—1 25.—Forty cases of chol- 
era and thirty deaths from that disease have 
been reported here already.
